DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination of a pair of circular coils for correction of quadratic term components and 
the at least one coil wound on a yoke for correcting a zero order component generated 
by the circular coil pair as claimed, is neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art 
considered.
